The  Presidential  campaign 

has  almost  been  crowded  out 
of  the  picture  in  Wisconsin 
where  a  savage  fight  is  being 
waged  to  defeat  Senator  Joe 
McCarthy  in  the  September 
9th  primaries. 

This  is  not  an  ordinary  pri¬ 
mary  contest.  There  is  no  op¬ 
position  against  McCarthy  in 
the  regular  Republican  organ¬ 
ization,  which  has  endorsed 
him  for  re-election.

The  “Get  McCarthy”  cam¬ 
paign  has  been  going  on  for 
many  months,  having  first 
crystallized  early  in  the  year 
when  the  Left  Wing  New 
York  Post  published  a  series 
of  articles  smearing  the  Sen¬ 
ator  and  trying  to  build  up 
Wisconsin  nonentities  to  run 
against  him. 

If  the  subversives  can  re¬ 
tire  McCarthy,  they  believe 
that  the  whole  national  anti¬ 
communist  picture  will  be 
transformed.  For  millions  of 
Americans,  McCarthy  has  be¬ 
come  the  symbol  of  a  cour¬ 
ageous,  unsparing  attack  upon

Gen.  Ike  Finally 
Decides  to  Be  a

NEW  YORK,  Augt.  26  — 
General  Dwight  D.  Eisenhower 
became  a  Republican  today. 

Although  he  has  been  the 
Presidential  candidate  of  the 
Republican  Party  for  five 
weeks,  the  General  had  never 
enrolled  as  a  member  of  a 
political  party  until  he  reg¬ 
istered  this  morning  at  the 
Board  of  Elections. 

Ike  registered  twice  before, 
in  1949  and  1950,  but  on  each 
occasion  he  preferred  not  to 
indicate  a  party  preference. 


ton.  He  has  followed  through, 
where  other  investigators  have 
pulled  their  punches. 

The  prolonged  spontaneous 
ovation  which  greeted  him  at 
the  Chicago  Republican  con¬ 
vention  demonstrated  the  tre¬ 
mendous  hold  which  the  Wis¬ 
consin  Senator  has  on  the  pub¬ 
lic  imagination. 

To  defeat  such  a  man  would 
be  a  body  blow  to  the  whole 
cause  which  he  represents. 
Other  Senators  will  hesitate 
in  the  future  to  tangle  with 
Communism  and  its  friends 
if  McCarthy  falls. 

While  most  of  their  work 
is  undercover,  the  subversive 
groups  operating  from  New 
York  have  sent  a  huge  slush 
fund  into  Wisconsin  to  swung 
the  primary  against  the  Sen¬ 
ator.  The  same  disreputable 
figures  who  have  done  hatchet 
jobs  in  recent  years  on  Burton 
K.  Wheeler,  Gerald  P.  Nye, 
Martin  Dies,  Hamilton  Fish, 
Chapman  Revercomb,  Pat  Mc- 


Carran  and  others  are  out 
in  full  cry  against  McCarthy. 
They  will  stop  at  nothing  to 
defeat  him. 

Working  in  their  favor  is 
the  fact  that  McCarthy  is 
presently  convalescing  from  a 
serious  operation  and  will  be 
unable  to  campaign  the  State 
before  the  primaries.  The 
strategy  of  his  enemies  is  to 
hit  him  while  he  is  down. 

Spearheading  the  anti-Mc¬ 
Carthy  drive  in  the  primary 
is  an  opportunist  political 
sharp-shooter  named  Leonard 
Schmitt.  This  worthy  makes 
no  concealment  of  the  fact 
that  he  will  vote  the  Demo¬ 
cratic  ticket  if  the  Senator  is 
renominated. 

Schmitt  has  plenty  of  mon¬ 
ey  behind  him.  He  has  been 
running  “talkathons”  on  radio 
stations  all  over  the  state.  His 
answers  to  planted  questions 
arc  a  running  stream  of  smear 
against  Senator  McCarthy. 

Also,  the  State  has  been 
blanketed  with  a  136-page 
book,  in  pocket  size,  abusing 
McCarthy.  The  book  was  ed¬ 
ited  by  Morris  B.  Rubin,  old- 
time  Socialist  and  editor  of 
The  Progressive,  a  radical 
weekly.  The  book  is  ostensibly 
sponsored  by  the  ‘Wisconsin 
Citizens  Committee,’  which  in¬ 
cludes  Herman  StefFes,  State 
head  of  the  CIO,  and  George 
Haberman,  state  head  of  the 
AFL.  Neither  StefTes  nor  Ha¬ 
berman  have  ever  been  known 
to  support  the  Republican 
Party.  However,  both  are  now 
operating  in  the  Republican 
primary  to  beat  McCarthy.

General  Marshall 
Deeply  T’ouched 
By  ’His  Boys’ 


Hails  Ad’s  and  Ike's  Defense 
Against  Attack  by  McCarthy 

SANTA  BARBARA,  Calif., 
Aug.  29  —  Gen.  George  C. 
Marshall,  vacationing  here, 
said  today  that  he  was  deeply 
touched  that  his  “boys,”  Gen. 
Eisenhower  and  Gov.  Steven¬ 
son,  had  defended  him  against 
Sen.  Joe  McCarthy’s  attacks. 

General  Marshall,  held  main¬ 
ly  responsible  for  the  mistakes 
at  Yalta  and  in  the  Far  East 
which  led  to  Soviet  Russia’s 
ascendency  as  a  major  threat 
to  world  peace,  explained  that 
both  Presidential  candidates 
“are  my  boys.”

Seve- 
enson,  with  me  while  I  was 
Secretary  of  State,  gave  valu¬ 
able  assistance  on  both  the 
United  Nations  and  our  pro¬ 
gram  for  economic  aid  for 
Europe.”

Former  Vice-President  Hen¬ 
ry  A.  Wallace,  who  ran  for 
President  on  the  Communist- 
dominated  Progressive  Party 
ticket  four  years  ago  thinks 
very  highly  of  both  major 
party  Presidential  candidates.

He 
spent  18  months  in  Soviet 
Russia  as  a  Communist  ad- 
mirer  in  1933-34,  and  wrote 
|  back  during  that  period:  “We 
i  are  more  than  just  sympath¬ 
etic  toward  our  country  (the 
.Soviet  Union),  we  are  ready 
to  fight  for  it  and  its  ideals 
|  .  .  .  Carry  on  the  fight  for  a 
Soviet  America." 

Although  both  Dubinsky 
and  Reuther  are  now  outspo- 
I  ken  anti-Stalinists,  neither  has 


ever  repudiated  Socialism. 
Their  present  preference  is  for 
the  British  Labor  Party  model 
of  Socialism,  rather  than  the 
Russian  type. 

But  both  are  anti -capitalist. 

A  book  written  by  David  C. 
Williams,  “international  direc¬ 
tor"  of  the  ADA,  entitled 
•‘The  Intelligent  Socialists' 
Guide  to  America,”  and  which 
was  distributed  in  England, 
describes  the  ADA  as  follows: 

“ADA  is  not  a  political 
party.  It  operates  very  much 
as  the  early  (British)  Fabian 
(Socialist)  Society  did,  seek¬ 
ing  to  permeate  the  existing 
parties  with  new  ideals  and 
personalities.” 

Although  the  ADA  struts 
as  an  ‘anti -Communist’  organ¬ 
ization,  is  is  notorious  that  its 
leaders  show  a  strange  affinity 
for  Communist  and  Commu¬ 
nist-supported  causes. 

Some  of  its  enthusiasms 
have  been  the  following: 

(1)  Demand  for  the  repeal 
of  the  Smith  Act  (under 
which  the  Communist  Party 
leaders  have  been  prosecuted 
and  convicted): 

(2)  Demand  for  an  investi¬ 
gation  of  the  FBI,  and  the 
barring  of  wiretapping  as  a 
means  of  securing  evidence  a- 
gainst  subversives: 

(3)  Official  support  of  Sec¬ 
retary  of  State  Acheson  a- 
gainst  the  charges  of  main¬ 
taining  Communist  and  fellow 
travelers  on  the  State  Depart¬ 
ment  payroll.  These  charges 
‘revolted’  the  ADA,  its  reso¬ 
lution  declared. 

(4)  Demand  for  the  aboli¬ 
tion  of  the  House  Committee 
on  Un-American  Activities. 

(5)  Demand  for  the  aboli¬ 
tion  of  the  loyalty  test  for 
Federal  employees,  except  in 
the  departments  concerned 
with  national  security. 

(6)  Demand  for  the  recall 
of  General  MacArthur  (two 
years  before  this  act  was 
taken). 

(7)  Demand  (in  1949)  for 
American  recognition  of  the 
Chinese  Communist  regime. 

(8)  Protest  against  the  out¬ 
lawing  of  the  Communist 
Party. 

(9)  Opposition  to  the  Mc- 
Carran  Anti-Communist  Bill. 

(10)  Demand  for  a  Compul¬ 
sory  Federal  FEPC. 

Governor  Stevenson's  open 
recognition  of  this  extreme 
Left-Wing  outfit  reveals  a 
truly  dangerous  side  of  his 
character. 

It  indicates  how  far  the  na¬ 
tional  Democratic  Party  has 
already  drifted  down  the  fatal 
1  road  to  Socialism. 

It  also  gives  General  Eisen¬ 
hower  a  potent  campaign  issue 
if  he  has  the  political  saga¬ 
city  to  raise  It. 


HEADLINES 
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Both  General  Eisenhower 
and  Senator  Nixon  exhibited 
cringing  moral  cowardice  in 
the  handling  of  the  Joe  51c- 
Carthy  issue,  at  their  respec¬ 
tive  press  conferences. 

The  question,  “Will  you 
support  Senator  McCarthy" 
was  an  obvious  trick  question 
by  Fair  Deal  Left  Wingers 
to  maneuver  Ike  into  repudi¬ 
ating  ilcCarthy  and  thus  split 
the  Republican  Party.  Ike  and 
Dick  could  easily  have  elim¬ 
inated  the  issue  permanently 
from  the  campaign  by  a  plain, 
unquibbling  “Yes.” 

Instead  of  taking  this  logi¬ 
cal  step,  both  the  General  and 
the  Senator  became  devious 
and  legalistic,  and  proceeded 
to  Qualify  their  endorsements. 
In  aoing  so,  they  gave  partial 
support  to  the  Communist- 
invented  myth  that  there  is 
something  wrong  about  Joe 
McCarthy.  This  was  precisely 
the  blunder  the  New  and  Fair 
Dealers  wanted  them  to  make. 

Ike's  statement  was  at  pains 
to  emphasize  that  he  "would 
have  nothing  to  do  with  a 
man  who,  in  effect,  said 
George  Marshall  is  a  traitor.” 

But  where  did  Ike  get  his 
information?  Not  from  Mc¬ 
Carthy’s  own  speech  on  Mar¬ 
shall,  nor  from  his  book  on 
Marshall,  ‘Retreat  from  Vic¬ 
tory.’  A  careful  reading  of 
both  shows  that  in  no  place 
did  McCarthy  use  or  imply 
the  epithet  ‘traitor*  in  refer¬ 
ring  to  General  Marshall. 

In  his  book,  ‘McCarthyism’, 
the  Senator  directly  covers 
this  point.  In  answer  to  the 
question,  “Did  you  accuse 
Marshall  of  being  a  traitor?”, 
he  gives  a  categorical  “No.” 

This  printed  record  was 
open  to  General  Eisenhower. 
Yet,  he  deliberately  misquotes 
McCarthy  bv  implying  that 
he  had  called  Marshall  a  trai¬ 
tor.  That  he  knew  he  was 
putting  words  into  Joe  Me 
Carthy's  mouth  is  shown  by 
the  form  of  Ike’s  statement. 

The  General  again  bungled 
when  he  declared,  in  the  same 
conference,  that  “I  am  not 
going  to  support  anything 
that  smacks  to  me  of  un- 
Americanism  —  that  is,  un- 
American  in  character.” 

The  inference  is  plain.  The 
General  was  hinting  that  Sen. 
McCarthy  is  un-American. 

When  a  reporter  asked  him 
if  he  would  make  the  state¬ 
ment  apply  directly  to  Sena¬ 
tor  McCarthy,  Ike  said: 

“I  have  told  you  many  times 
that  I  am  never  going  to  men¬ 
tion  a  proper  name  in  this

campaign.  If  you  cannot  take 
what  I  have  said  and  apply  it 
to  the  facts,  I  do  not  see  what 
I  can  do  about  it.” 

In  making  such  statements 
General  Eisenhower  appar¬ 
ently  fails  to  realize  that  he 
himself  is  doing  the  very 
thing  which  the  Left  Wing¬ 
ers  falsely  charge  Joe  McCar¬ 
thy  with  doing — he  is  utter¬ 
ing  smears  without  naming 
names  or  offering  evidence. 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  the 
General  would  have  saved 
himself  a  lot  of  loose  talk  if 
he  had  familiarized  himself 
with  an  expert  study  and  ap¬ 
praisal  of  Senator  McCarthy’s 
record  which  recently  was 
made  by  Kenneth  Colegrove, 
Professor  of  Political  Science 
of  Northwestern  University, 
at  the  instigation  of  the  Free¬ 
dom  Clubs,  Inc.  The  advisory 
committee  of  the  Freedom 
Clubs  includes  such  respon¬ 
sible  people,  as  Past  National 
Commander  Erie  Cocke,  Jr. 
of  the  American  Legion,  Ad¬ 
miral  M.  K.  Fleming,  Bing 
Crosby,  Dr.  Robert  A.  Milli- 
ken  (Nobel  Prize  winner) 
Cecil  B.  De  Mille,  Edward  V. 
Rickenbacker,  Rupert  Hughes, 
Dr.  Roscoe  Pound,  Dean  Em¬ 
eritus  of  Harvard  Law  School 
and  Dean  Clarence  Manion  of 
Notre  Dame.  Their  conclu¬ 
sions  can’t  be  laughed  off.

Bigotry  is  bad  business;  but 
it  is  also  a  big  business  —  a  | 
$6,000,000  business  —  as  the 
principal  stock-in-trade  of  the  J 
un-American  Anti-Defamation  . 
League  and  its  smear  network,  j 
Without  a  lot  of  hullabaloo  , 
about  bigotry  this  nasty  bus¬ 
iness  couldn't  flourish.  So  the 
issue  has  to  be  manufactured. 

Early  this  month  General 
Eisenhower  issued  a  statement 
denouncing  political  argument 
“based  on  religious  or  racial 
prejudices.”  Gen.  Ike’s  remarks 
were  inspired  by  a  lady  from 
Minnesota,  who  had  told  him 
that  in  her  state  anti-Sem¬ 
itic  propaganda  “flooding  the 
mails"  included  attacks  on 
both  the  General  and  Pres¬ 
ident  Truman. 

Although  editors  should 
have  been  bright  enough  to 
question  the  accuracy  of  a 
report  that  anybody  was  cam¬ 
paigning  against  Harry  Tru¬ 
man  at  this  late  date,  a  rash 
of  editorials  waxed  eloquent 
on  the  subject,  praised  the 
General  for  his  stand,  and 
many  expressed  the  hope  that 
Gov,  Stevenson  would  follow 
his  example.  Nobody  seemed 
to  realize  that  appeals  to 
racial  and  religious  prejudice 
could  hardly  be  used  in  a  cam¬ 
paign  in  which  none  of  the 
four  major  candidates  were 
Catholics,  JewB  or  Negroes. 

thyism,’  the  Senator’s  most  de¬ 
vastating  exposures  stand  un¬ 
answered  by  anyone.” 

The  nation  could  have  ad¬ 
mired  General  Eisenhower  if, 
in  the  face  of  the  yapping  of 
the  New  and  Fair  Deal  pack, 
he  had  spoken  up  writh  equal 
forthrightness  about  Senator 
McCarthy.  Alas,  the  General 
is  not  that  kind  of  a  man. 

But  Senator  Nixon's  offense 
was  even  more  incredible  than 
the  General's.  For  Eisenhow¬ 
er  we  can  make  the  possible 
excuse  of  ignorance.  For  Nix¬ 
on,  there  is  no  such  out. 

For  Richard  M.  Nixon,  ac¬ 
cording  to  Newstceekf  is  “one 
of  the  best-informed  anti- 
Communists  i  n  Congress.” 
He  has  built  his  national  rep¬ 
utation  on  his  connection  with 
the  famous  Alger  Hiss  case. 
He  was  a  member  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Un-American  Activ¬ 
ities,  where  he  partin' pated  in 
intensive  investigations  of 
Communist  strategems.  H  e 
was  also  joint  author 
of  the  Mundt-Nixon  Anti- 
Communist  bill.  Certainly,  he 
should  be  able  to  spot  a 
Com  my.  or  Fellow  Traveler 
political  trap,  if  anyone  could. 


Nevertheless,  within  the 
week,  the  chairmen  of  both 
the  Republican  and  Demo¬ 
cratic  National  Committees 
condemned  bringing  racial  or 
religious  bigotry  into  the  1952 
campaign.  These  statement* 
were  inspired  bv  a  communic¬ 
ation  from  Sol  Feinberg  of 
the  American  Jewish  Com¬ 
mittee,  which  operates  joint- 
ly  with  the  Anti-Defamation 
League. 

Then  on  August  18th  there 
was  another  development,  with 
a  very  peculiar  twist.  An  As¬ 
sociated  Press  dispatch  out 
of  Denver  declare/! : 

“A  Los  Angeles  Jewish  or¬ 
ganization  today  denounced 
as  utterly  unfounded  what  it 
termed  vicious  'insinuations  of 
anti-Semitism’  directed  a- 
gainst  Sen.  Richard  M.  Nixon 
of  California,  the  GOP  vice 
presidential  nominee. 

“Seeking  to  counteract  such 
attacks,  Nixon  made  public  a 
statement  sent  to  him  by  the 
community  relations  committee 
of  the  Los  Angeles  Jewish 
Community  Council. 

“In  a  statement  today  Sen. 
Nixon  said  those  who  would 
‘stir  up  race  hatred  and  bi¬ 
gotry  are  violating  every  con¬ 
cept  of  Americanism.’ 

“The  Los  Angeles  statement 
was  signed  by  Judge  Isaac 
Pacht,  chairman  of  the  Jew¬ 
ish  Relations  Committee.” 

There  are  three  things 
wrong  with  this  story - 

First,  Senator  Nixon  is  not 
anti-Semitic  and  nobody  ever 
has  accused  him  of  being  anti- 
Semitic.  Significantly,  the  Lnm 
Angeles  statement  does  not  say 
that  he  has  been  so  accused; 
it  merely  says  that  there  were 
“insinuations,”  w-hich,  if  true, 
would  hardly  justify  a  public 
statement. 

Second,  the  “Community  Re¬ 
lations  Committee”  is  only  a 
cover  for  the  Anti-Defamation

Millions  of  aroused  c  i  t  - 
iiens  were  eager  to  go  to  the 
polls  this  November  to  cast 
their  rote  against  Aehesonism, 
and  Hissism  and  Europe-ferst- 
ism;  now  they  have  no  one 
to  rote  for. 

^  Between  Eisenhower  and 
Stevenson.  despite  their  shad¬ 
ow-boxing,  the  only  dine  re  nee 
is  one  of  style.  A  dial  speaks 
with  an  Oxford  falsetto  and 
Ike  talks  with  a  Kar«< 
twang:  but  both  are  for  the 
same  thing:  both  serve  the 
same  political  masters. 

So,  what  is  the  American- 
minded  voter  going  to  do? 

Several  suggestions  have 
been  made. 

Some  propose  to  vote  for 
Eisenhower  as  the  lesser  of 
two  evils. 

This  would  appear  to  be  a 
reasonable  proposal  but  it 
should  not  be  forgotten  that 
an  Eisenhower  victory  would 
mean  a  complete  taking  over 
of  the  Republican  Party  by  the 
unscrupulous  crew  who*  pm 
over  Ike  in  Chicago,  and  the 
permanent  elimination  of  such 
men  as  Herbert  Hoover,  Sen¬ 
ator  Taft,  Majority  Leader 
Mart:n,  Senator  Bricker,  Sen¬ 
ator  McCarthy  and  others  who 
have  been  the  conscience  of  the 
party.  Yet,  a  heavy  vote  for 
American-minded  Congression¬ 
al  candidates  might  prevent 
such  a  catastrophe. 

Others  suggest  that  disap¬ 
pointed  Republicans  vote  for 
Stevenson.  Behind  this  is  the 
belief  that  a  Stevenson  victory 
would  so  discredit  Ike  and 
his  managers,  that  the  Amer¬ 
ican-minded  Republicans 
could  take  back  the  Party, 
to  make  a  real  fight  in  19 56. 

The  trouble  with  this  pro¬ 
posal  is  that  it  is  too  desperate 
a  gamble  with  the  nation's 
safety.  Stevenson,  with  h  i  s 
CIO  and  ADA  wrecking  crew 
at  his  side,  could  do  irrepar¬ 
able  harm  in  the  next  four 
years  —  both  on  the  foreign 
and  domestic  fronts.  They 
could  wreck  our  country!  Can 
conscientious  Americans  afford 
to  take  that  risk? 

Still  others  plan  to  stay 
home  on  election  day  as  a 
tacit  protest  against  Ike.  The 
folly  of  this  proposal  is  that 
many  right-thinking  and  re¬ 
sponsible  Senators  and  Con¬ 
gressmen  would  go  down  in

I  the  Ike  debacle.  A  Stevenson 
landslide  could  reduce  the  Re¬ 
publican  Party  to  the  utter 
,  t-onpvussioaal  feebleness  o  f 
1936.  The  American-minded 
nucleus  in  Congress  must  be 
preserved  and  enlarged. 

However,  some  kind  of  per¬ 
sonal  decision  must  be  made 
by  each  voter  in  casting  his 
ballot  for  President.  The  al- 
|  ternatives  must  be  weighed. 

Admittedly,  neither  Steven- 
|  sou  nor  Eisenhower  is  ac- 
!  reptable  to  American- minded 
,  voters.  Both  are  supported  by 
•  the  internationalist  junta.  But 
i  Stevenson  is  also  the  creature 
I  of  the  CIO  and  the  ADA. 

|  Conscientious  voters  must 
!  decide  whether  this  distinction 
[  will  justify  supporting  Eisen- 
,  bower.  Many  voters  of  real 
integrity  may  feel  that  they 
could  not  vote  FOR  Eisen¬ 
hower  under  any  circnm- 
!  stances,  yet  they  might  feel 
justified  in  voting  AGAINST 
Stevenson.  It  is  a  hard  choice 
for  Americans.  It  is  a  choice 
every  voter  must  make  for 
himself.  Coming  developments 
in  the  campaign  may  throw 
further  light  on  the  decision. 

Yet  another  idea  is  the  im¬ 
mediate  launching  of  a  third 
party.  This  plan,  which  has 
been  widely  discussed,  flies  in 
the  face  of  the  fact  that 
election  laws  in  most  of  the 
States  make  it  virtually  im¬ 
possible  to  get  a  third  partv 
ticket  on  the  ballot  at  this 
late  date.  The  chance  to  set 
up  a  third  party  this  year 
was  lost  in  Chicago  when  the 
Taft  delegates  took  their  de¬ 
feat  lying  down,  and  General 
MacArthur  withdrew  from  the 
scene.  Third  party  efforts  re¬ 
quire  time,  the  leadership  of 
magnetic,  politics-wise  person¬ 
alities,  backed  by  huge 
amounts  of  money.  They 
must  spring  from  dramatic 
incidents  which  capture  the 
imagination  of  the  public. 
Such  conditions  do  not  now 
exist. 

_  None  of  these  proposals, 
sincerely  offered  though  they 
are,  promises  any  worthwhile 
results  in  this  tragic  hour. 

Rut  Americans  must  do 
something. 

HEADLINES  cannot  offer  a 
clean-cut  answer  to  this  haunt¬ 
ing  problem  of  the  partyless, 
disenfranchised  voters  who  are 
being  denied  their  right  to 
cast  a  ballot  in  support  of 
their  ideals.  There  are  no 
rabbits  to  pull  out  of  a  hat. 
But  we  can  give  some  long- 
range  advice  which  will  give 
American-minded  voters  some 
hope  for  the  future. 

CONCENTRATE  ON  CONGRESS 

First,  it  is  imperatively  im¬ 
portant  that  right-thinking 
Americans  concentrate  on  Con¬ 
gress.  We  must  face  the  fact 


,  that  the  Presidency  is  lost, 
for  1952,  whatever  the  out¬ 
come.  But  there  is  still  another 
line  of  defense  against  the 
|  Truman  -  Ache  son  -  Eisen- 
1  howor  -  Stevenson  -  Dulles  - 
Dewey  cabal  —  the  Congress. 
With  the  right  bad  ot  men 
in  Congress,  the  worst  mis- 
■  takes  of  the  White  House  can 
;  be  halted,  or  countered. 

It  would  be  a  short-sighted 
policy  which  would  permit  dis¬ 
appointment  over  Taft  and 
MacArthur  to  lead  to  aban¬ 
donment  of  such  men  as  Mc¬ 
Carthy,  Bricker,  Cain,  Jenner 
and  other  conscientious  patri¬ 
otic  candidates  who  must  face 
the  electorate  this  year.  The 
main  task  of  the  American- 
minded  voters  is  to  throw 
all  their  resources  and  in¬ 
fluence  into  the  Congressional 
fights.  A  good  list  of  those  to 
be  supported  with  all-out  ef¬ 
forts  is  the  blacklist  recentlv 
published  by  the  CIO. 

ORGANIZE  A  MASS  MOVEMENT 

Second,  good  Americans 
should  lose  no  further  time  in 
launching  an  activist  mass 
movement,  which  can  work  for 
American  candidates  and  pol¬ 
icies  and  make  their  influence 
felt  within  the  Republican,  the 
Democratic,  and  the  future 
Third  _  Party,  when  it  comes. 
Situations  are  continuously 
arising  in  both  parties,  and 
on  the  national  and  inter¬ 
national  scenes  which  call  for 
united  and  effective  action. 
Today,  the  internationalists 
and  the  Leftists  are  organized 
and  united:  their  opponents 
are  largely  unorganized  and 
hopelessly  divided. 

The  example  of  the  Amer¬ 
icans  for  Democratic  Action 
which,  with  only  a  few  thou¬ 
sand  national  members,  hap 
virtually  taken  over  the  Demo- 
cr®tic  Party,  is  eye-opening. 
ADA  has  power  because  its 
members  are  a  cohesive,  self- 
artive  group,  who  know  pre¬ 
cisely  what  thev  want,  and 
who  work  intelligently  and 
ruthlessly  to  attain  it  Nothing 
comparable  exists  on  the  anti- 
Socialist  pro-American  front 
The  time  has  come  for  the 
leaders  of  the  American-mind¬ 
ed  majority  to  start  playing 
smart  politics;  they  can  learn 
valuable  lessons  by  watching 
how  the  Leftists  do  it.  Hither¬ 
to,  our  side  has  played  in¬ 
credibly  stupid  politics:  as 
witness  the  failure  to  rally 
about  General  Douglas  Mac¬ 
Arthur  when  his  popularity 
was  at  its  crest. 

The  only  way  that  the 
American-rninded  majority  can 
make  its  influence  felt  is  to 
organize  in  u  militant  mass 
movement.  If  such  a  movement 
is  to  become  a  national  force 
to  be  reckoned  with,  it  must 
have  leaders  of  unquestionable 
character  and  capability,  and 
with  courage  enough  to  put 
the  fear  of  God  into  the  craven 


hearts  and  little  minds  of 
office-holders  who  stray  from 
the  true  path  of  enlightened 
Ameircan  self-interest. 

The  magic  of  this  idea  of  a 
n>- American  movement  is 
emonstrated  by  the  fact  that 
an  Anti-Defamation  League- 
dominated  outfit  which  played 
a  two-faced  role  in  the  Taft 
pre-convention  fight  —  the 
Goodwin  -  Spolansky  ‘Volun¬ 
teers  for  Taft*  —  has  tried 
to  head  off.  or  seize  the  leader¬ 
ship  of  a  genuine  fighting  pro- 
American  mass  movement  by 
setting  up  a  spurious  one  of 
its  own. 

American-minded  Americans 
must  b  e  alertly  o  n  guard 
against  such  bogus  leadership. 

•UILD  A  THIRD  PARTY 

Third,  a  task  for  pro-Amer¬ 
icans  must  be  the  evolution 
of  a  vital  Third  Party.  Such 
a  Party  could  take  the  field 
in  1954  and  1956  with  history - 
making  effect.  Millions  are 
waiting  to  join  it. 

Col.  Robert  R.  McCormick 
has  already  sounded  the  alert 
for  such  a  Third  Party  —  the 
American  Party.  The  immense 
body  of  Republicans  who  are 
sick  to  death  of  seeing  their 
national  conventions  bought 
out,  and  sold  out  before  their 
eyes  every  four  years,  by 
Eastern  internationalist  cor¬ 
ruption  funds  and  pressures, 
will  turn  to  such  a  party  with 
relief.  The  great  army  of  Dem¬ 
ocrats  who  are  fed  up  with 
the  Humphreys  and  the  Leh¬ 
mans  and  the  Franklin  D. 
Roosevelt  Jrs.  would  embrace 
such  a  party  with  enthusiasm. 

Several  new  parties  have 
been  set  up  in  recent  weeks. 
Most  of  them  represent  little 
more  than  enthusiasm,  but  out 
of  such  sincere  efforts  an  ef¬ 
fective  party  will  emerge. 

There  is  a  great  void  in 
American  national  politics 
which  a  genuine  Third  Party 
can  fill.  But  it  must  have 
practical  and  responsible  lead¬ 
ership,  political  know-how,  and 
funds  comparable  to  those  at 
the  disposal  of  the  Republicans 
and  Democrats.  It  is  not  too 
optimistic  to  anticipate  that 
such  a  party  will  play  the  de¬ 
ciding  role  in  the  1956  election. 

These  are  some  of  the  things 
that  the  discouraged  pro- 
Americans  can  work  for  now 
with  some  assurance  of  suc¬ 
cess.  None  of  them  can  be 
achieved  by  half-heartedness, 
or  by  men  discouraged  by 
smears.  The  cocky  crew  who 
are  now  on  top  in  both  major 
parties  will  not  relinquish 
power  without  some  pretty 
foul  in-fighting.  Those  who 
would  save  America  must  be 
prepared  to  face  the  mud- 
I  guns.  But  with  intelligence, 

;  persistence  and  Btout-headed- 
1  ness,  t  h  e  American-minded 
can  prevail,  and  save  America. 

So  let's  slop  licking  our 
wounds,  and  go  to  work.

A  show-up  of  Nixon’s  value 
as  a  commentator  on  McCar- 
thyism,  although  it  was  not 
intended  as  such,  was  the  re¬ 
cent  column  by  George  E.  So- 
kolsky,  titled  “State  Depart¬ 
ment  Had  Facts  of  Soviet 
Spy  riot.”  Sokolsky  is  a  pri¬ 
vate  individual,  who  does  not 
have  access  to  government 
documents,  nor  the  power  of 
subpoena,  as  has  Nixon.  And 
yet  Sokolsky  has  had  no  dif¬ 
ficulty  is  ascertaining  the 
truth  about  the  McCarthy 
charges. 

Says  Sokolsky:  “When  all 
the  evidence  taken  by  the  Mc- 
Carran  Committee  is  read, 
Joe  McCarthy’s  various  state¬ 
ments  are  mild  compared 
with  the  actual  confessions  of 
the  persons  involved  in  the 
affairs  of  the  Institute  of  Pa¬ 
cific  Relations.  IT  IS  EVEN 
POSSIBLE  TO  SAY  NOW 
that  joe  McCarthy’s 
ERROR  WAS  NOT  THE  AC¬ 
CUSATIONS  HE  MADE 
BUT  THE  MILDNESS  OF 
THEM  ” 

Why  didn’t  Candidate  Nix¬ 
on,  if  not  Ike,  make  a  sim¬ 
ilar  straight-forward  reply  to 
the  ‘Liberal’  columnists  and 
reporters,  and  New  and  Fair 
Deal  sharpies  who  were  try¬ 
ing  to  put  the  Republican 
candidates  on  the  spot?  There 
was  time  enough  to  be  pre¬ 
pared.  The  issue  had  been 
building  up  over  a  period  of 
days.  It  hit  the  papers  first 
when  Paul  Hoffman  made  a 
deposition  i  n  Senator  Mc¬ 
Carthy’s  $2,000,000  libel  suit 
against  Senator  Benton. 

In  fact,  if  they  were  smart 
enough,  either  Ike  or  Dick 
could  have  made  the  retort 
wonderful  because  on  June 
4th  Senator  Benton  admitted 
under  oath  that  the  Demo¬ 
cratic  National  Committee 
helped  him  prepare  the 
charges  against  McCarthy. 
They  could  have  branded  the 
whole  business  for  what  it 
*8  —  a  political  smear. 

And,  if  he  had  applied  his 
talents  as  an  anti-Communist 
investigator,  Senator  Nixon 
could  have  made  a  retort  that 
would  have  been  even  more 
devastating.  He  could  have 
pointed  out  that  Senator  Ben¬ 
ton  had  conceded  that  the 
Democratic  National  Commit¬ 
tee  staff  member  who  had 
assisted  him  in  assembling 
the  charges  against  Senator 
McCarthy  was  one  Kenneth 
Birkhead,  who  had  been  hired 
by  Democratic  headquarters 
because  of  his  experience  in 
professional  smearing  as  the 
Executive  Director  of  the  no¬ 
torious  misnamed  Friends  of 
Democracy,  which  is  listed  as 
a  Communist  front  by  the 


Committee,  and 
which  is  headed  by  Rex  Stout, 
a  former  editor,  executive  and 
part  owner  of  the  \  E  W 
*  S  E  S  ,  the  Communist 
weekly. 

Had  the  Republican  cand- 
i dates  given  these  answers, 
they  would  have  silenced  the 
opposition  on  the  issue  of 
AIcCarthyism  for  the  duration 
ot  the  campaign. 

The  net  result  of  this 
quibbling  has  been  to  lose 
votes  on  both  sides  of  the  Mc¬ 
Carthy  issue. 

Of  course,  it  could  have 
been  worse.  Had  Dick  (Tracv) 
Nixon  dug  back  far  enough 
he  would  have  discovered  that 
Kenneth  Birkhead  and  his 
r  nends  of  Democracy  were 
part  and  parcel  of  the  spy  and 
smear  network  of  the  power¬ 
ful,  subversive  Anti-Defama¬ 
tion  League,  the  original 
promoters  of  Ike’s  candidacy. 
And  if  he  had  been  courage¬ 
ous  enough  to  tell  the  truth 
to  the  public,  he  and  his 
senior  partner  might  have 
been  denounced  as  sniearers, 
bigots  and  anti-Semites  by 
Senator  Taft. 

That  would  have  been  poetic 
justice!

League,  and  the  ADL  makes 
a  business  of  falsely  accusing 
people  of  being  “anti-Sem¬ 
itic;”  never  before  has  it  come 
to  the  defense  of  anyone  ac¬ 
cused  of  being  anti-Semitic. 

Third,  Senator  Nixon,  as  an 
expert  on  Communism,  is  out 
of  character  when  he  endorses 
and  gives  currency  to  a  state¬ 
ment  signed  by  a  notorious 
supporter  of  numerous  Com¬ 
munist  fronts  and  activities 
in  his  state,  whose  Red  affili¬ 
ations  have  been  exposed  by 
both  the  Congressional  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Un-American  Activ¬ 
ities  and  the  California  Com- 
mitte  on  Un-American  Ac¬ 
tivities,  which  accused  Judge 
Isaac  Pacht  of  operating  in 
“Stalinist  orbits.” 

Obviously,  the  whole  bus¬ 
iness  was  a  crude  attempt  to 
inject  religious  and  racial  bi¬ 
gotry  into  the  campaign. 

This  transparent  publicity 
stunt  was  arranged  to  further 
the  ADL  racket.  It  was  in¬ 
stigated  by  Nixon’s  one- 
man  political  brain  trust,  Mur¬ 
ray  Chotiner,  an  agent  of  the 
Anti-Defamation  league,  and 
a  member  of  the  committee 
which  sponsored  the  statement. 

According  to  the  Imb  Angel¬ 
es  Examiner  (July  12,  1952), 
j  it  was  the  behind-the-scenes 
maneuvering  of  Murray  Cho- 
I  tiner  that  won  the  Vice  Pres¬ 
idential  nomination  for  Sena¬ 
tor  Nixon,  who  immediately 
appointed  Chotiner  as  his  cam¬ 
paign  manager  and  personal 
representative  with  the  Repub- 
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lican  National  Committee. 

A  protest  against  the  in¬ 
jection  of  “anti-Semitism"  in¬ 
to  the  national  political  pic¬ 
ture  arranged  through  Choti¬ 
ner  conies  with  particularly 
bad  taste  since  only  recently 
he  and  the  Anti-Defamation 
League  used  the  false  accusa¬ 
tion  of  anti-Semitism  to  stir 
up  religious  and  racial  hatreds 
in  order  to  defeat  Senator 
Jack  Tenney  of  California  in 
his  bid  for  a  Congressional 
nomination. 

Senator  Tenney,  with  six¬ 
teen  years  legislative  exper¬ 
ience,  had  been  reelected  to  the 
State  Senate  in  1950  by  better 
than  a  million  and  a  quarter 
votes,  running  ahead  of  both 
Governor  Warren  and  Sena¬ 
tor  Knowland.  He  was  favor¬ 
ed  to  win  the  Congressional 
nomination  without  much  ef¬ 
fort.  But  Senator  Tenney  was 
beaten  by  a  young  man  with¬ 
out  background,  experience  or 
fixed  political  opinions  after 
Murray  Chotiner  and  the  Anti- 
Defamation  League  organized 
a  smear  campaign,  injected  the 
issue  of  racism,  and  falsely 
implied  that  Tenney  was  anti- 
Semitic  by  linking  his  name 
with  Gerald  L.  K.  Smith. 

Senator  Tenney  had  rnet 
Smith  just  once  several  years 
ago  when  Tenney  was  Chair¬ 
man  of  the  California  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Un-American  Activ¬ 
ities,  a  post  which  he  filled 
with  courage  and  distinction. 
Smith  told  Tenney  that  the 
charges  being  made  against 
him  of  purveying  anti-Semit¬ 
ism  and  promoting  racial  and 
religious  bigotry  were  false. 
He  invited  Senator  Tenney  to 
investigate  his  activities. 

After  Smith  had  left  his 
office.  Senator  Tenney  had  a 
subpeonu  drawn  to  serve  on 
Smith,  but  before  it  was  ser¬ 
ved  he  got  a  phone  call  from 
Mendel  Silberberg  of  the  Anti- 
Defamation  League  who  re¬ 
quested  him  to  hold  up  the 
subpoena  until  he  had  confer- 


I  red  with  the  Leagues  Exec¬ 
utive  Board.  Tenney  met  with 
the  board  the  following  day 
and  was  told  that  the  ADL 
had  an  agreement  with  the 
press  to  give  Gerald  L.  K. 
Smith  the  “silent  treatment" 
and  that  they  —the  board  — 
were  fearful  that  if  Smith 
testified  at  a  hearing  of  the 
Un-American  Activities  Com¬ 
mittee  it  would  bring  about  a 
situation  that  the  newspapers 
would  be  unable  to  ignore.  The 
ADL  board  members  said  that 
Smith  would  use  his  appear¬ 
ance  to  stir  up  racial  predu- 
dice  and  hatred  and  it  would 
be  in  the  public  interest  to 
deny  him  such  an  opportunity. 
The  argument  sounded  reason¬ 
able  and  Senator  Tenney  com¬ 
plied  with  the  ADL  request 
and  the  subpoena  for  Smith 
was  never  served. 

In  his  subsequent  campaign 
for  reelection  Senator  Ten¬ 
ney  was  smeared  by  ADL  a- 
gents  as  a  “pal  of  Gerald  L. 
K.  Smith”  because  he  had 
failed  to  subpoena  Smith  be¬ 
fore  his  Committee. 

Senator  Nixon  is  in  a  very 
embarrassing  position.  Nobody 
can  quarrel  with  a  denunci¬ 
ation  of  bigotry,  but  when  the 
Senator  allowed  himself  to  be 
used  as  a  stooge  in  promoting 
the  Anti-Defamataion  League's 
smear  propaganda  campaien, 
that  is  another  matter. 

If  Senator  Nixon  in  really 
concerned  about  the  use  of  re- 
I  ligious  and  racial  bigotry  in 
political  campaigns,  then  he 
should  show  his  sincerity  by 
firing  his  campaign  manager. 
Murray  Chotiner,  and  hy  de- 
nouncing  Chotiner  and  the 
ADL  for  their  vicious  and  ly¬ 
ing  smear  campaign  against 
Senator  Jack  Tenney  of  Cal¬ 
ifornia,  a  campaign  in  which 
Senator  Nixon's  name  was 
effectively  used  as  endorsing 
Senator  Tenney’s  opponent.

The  most  scurrilous  news¬ 
paper  opposition  which  Mc¬ 
Carthy  is  encountering  in  the 
State  comes  from  the  Madison 
Capitol  Times,  published  by 
the  militant  New  Dealer,  Will¬ 
iam  T.  Evjue.  The  city  editor 
of  the  Capitol  Times  has  ad¬ 
mitted,  under  Federal  invest¬ 
igation,  that  he  was  a  member 
of  the  Communist  Party.  Des¬ 
pite  this  revelation,  Evjue  has 
defended  him  and  retained 
him  on  the  job. 

Straight-thinking  Americans 
have  experienced  too  many 
defeats  at  the  hands  of  the 
subversive  groups  in  the  last 
decade  to  take  the  McCarthy 
fight  lightly.

Emanuel  Celler,  a  member 
of  Congress,  has  34  citations 
in  the  files  of  the  Committee 
on  Un-American  Activities 
for  his  affiliations  with  Com¬ 
munist  fronts.  He  recently  got 
a  lot  of  unfavorable  publicity 
by  demanding  that  General 
MacArthur’s  retirement  pay 
be  stopped,  and  that  he  be 
deprived  of  his  army  aides. 

Francis  Biddle  used  to  write 
poetry  for  a  Communist  mag¬ 
azine,  The  Liberator,  which 
was  partly  owned  by  his  wife. 

M  alter  Reuther  was  a  rahid 
Socialist  in  his  early  years, 
then  he  fell  for  Communism, 
and  went  off  to  Moscow  to 
worship  at  the  Kremlin.  On 
his  return  he  worked  hand-in¬ 
glove  with  the  Communists, 
raised  money  for  the  Red 
cause  in  Spain,  became  a  lead¬ 
er  in  the  bloody  sit-down 
strikes  organized  under  Com¬ 
munist  direction.  He  rlatw.g 
he's  an  ‘Anti -Communist’  now. 

David  Dubinsky  has  been  a 
Socialist  since  his  early  youth. 
In  the  twenties.  New*  York’s 
Lusk  Committee  investigating 
subversive  activities,  reported 
that  the  union  which  Dubinsky 
heads,  the  /  niernafioisai 
Ladies  Garry. erti  IF  o  rk  e  r  s 
Lnion,  "is  closely  affiliated 
with  _  the  Socialist  Party,  and 
stands  for  the  principles  and 
tactics  advocated  b  v  the 
party,”  and  that  it  “seeks  to 
bring  about  the  overthrow 
of  the  present  system  of 
society.”  While  he  claims  to 
have  been  consistently  anti- 
CommimisT.  Dubinsky  has  col¬ 
laborated  with  the  Commu¬ 
nists,  and  acted  as  a  front  for 
them  by  heading  a  drive  to 
raise  funds^io  suonorr  the  Red 
“People’s  front”"  in  Spain. 

Now  it  could  be  that  this 
‘Liberal,’  -  Socialist  -  CIO  - 
ADL  -  ADA  cabal  might  not 
have  any  inSuence  with  the 
Governor. 

That  could  be.  but  it  isn’t. 


For  no  sooner  had  Adlai  Stev¬ 
enson  won  the  nomination 
than  he  began  showing  his  ap¬ 
preciation,  and  acting  like  a 
captive  candidate. 

He  appointed  the  first  head 
of  the  Socialist  ADA,  Wilson 
W.  Wyatt,  as  his  campaign 
manager. 

He  selected  Prof.  Arthur 
Schlesin ger,  Jr.  of  Harvard, 
a  columnist  for  the  Left  Wing 
-Yew  York  Post  and  a  Vice 
President  of  the  ADA.  as  his 
chief  speech  writer. 

He  named  James  Loeb.  for 
years  Executive  Secretary  of 
the  ADA,  as  his  principai 
political  adviser. 

He  chose  Stephen  A.  Mitch¬ 
ell,  who  was  serving  as  coun¬ 
sel  to  s  Congressional  Com¬ 
mit tee,  as  Chairman  of  the 
Democratic  National  Commit¬ 
tee.  Mitchell  was  appointed  to 
his  Congressional  job  on  the 
recommendation  of  Emanuel 
Celler  and  William  O.  Douglas, 
the  man  whom  the  former 
Communist-front  followers  of 
Henry  A.  Wallace  wanted  as 
their  “peace”  candidate  for 
President  this  year. 

Now  cctres  word  that  Wal¬ 
ter  Reuther  has  joined  the 
Governor’s  strategy  board. 

And  the  exceptionally  re¬ 
liable  columnist,  Dan  ton  Wal¬ 
ker,  items  that  David  Niles, 
the  political  master-mind  who 
acted  as  a  Presidential  min¬ 
ority-group  Secretary  for  both 
Roosevelt  and  irumar,  is  go¬ 
ing  to  "take  a  key  role  in  the 
Stevenson  campaign  acting  as 
backstage  adviser  to  Wilson 
Wyatt  and  Jake  Avery.” 

Niles,  a  one-time  IWW  agi¬ 
tator,  was  active  in  Commu¬ 
nist  fronts  before  he  joined 
the  White  House  staff,  where 
he  acted  as  an  agent  for  the 
Anti-Defamation  League. 

By  surrounding  himself 
with  such  sorry  specimens. 
Governor  Stevenson  dem¬ 
onstrated  that  he  is  not  a  free 
agent,  and  that  if  he  should 
be  elected  President  of  the 
United  States  he  will  be  the 
captive  of  Socialist,  labor  and 
minority  pressure  groups  .  .  .

The  fully  documented  ac¬ 
count  of  how  "Russia  First- 
ers”  in  the  New  Deal  sent 
atomic  materials,  technical  in¬ 
formation  and  blueprints  — 
the  know-how  on  making  the 
A-bomb  —  to  Moscow  in 
March.  1943,  a  full  year  before 
the  Red  spy  ring  got  into 
operation,  is  just  one  of  a 
series  of  sensational  revela¬ 
tions  in  a  book  to  be  issued  on 
September  16th  by  Harcourt 
Brace  &  Co.,  the  most  con¬ 
servative  of  publishers.  The 
title  is  ‘‘From  Major  Jordan’s 
Diaries.” 

Major  George  Racey  Jor¬ 
dan,  the  author,  received  wide 
public  notice  a  few  years  ago 
when  he  told  part  of  his  story 
on  the  Fulton  Lewis,  Jrl, 
broadcasts,  and  in  testimony 
before  the  Committee  on  Un- 
American  Activities.  There 
was  so  much  controversy  at 
the  time  and  what  he  had  to 
tell  was  so  misrepresented  to 
the  public  by  Left  Wing  writ¬ 
ers  and  commentators  sympa¬ 
thetic  to  Russia  and  the  New 
and  Fair  Deals,  that  he  has 
devoted  the  intervening  years 
to  finding  proof  of  every  phase 
of  his  story. 

Now,  on  the  basis  of  inves¬ 
tigations  made  by  FBI  agents 
and  Congressional  investiga¬ 
tors,  and  researches  conducted 
by  himself  and  his  collabora¬ 
tor,  Richard  L.  Stokes,  veter¬ 
an  journalist  and  former  war 
correspondent  for  the  St.  Louis 
Post-Dispatch,  the  full  story 
is  being  told  for  the  first  time 
in  this  forthcoming  book.  It 
combines  formidable  documen¬ 
tation  with  an  eloquence  of 
narration  which  the  public 
will  find  as  enthralling  as  it 
shocking. 

This  book  throws  a  flood  of 
penetrating  light  on  one  of 
the  least  known  and  most  dis¬ 
creditable  chapters  of  our  re¬ 
lations  with  Russia.  Major 
Jordan,  as  expeditor  of  Lend- 
Lease  shipments  to  what  were 
then  laughingly  known  as  “our 
Soviet  allies,”  was  in  a  key 
position  to  see  what  was  go¬ 
ing  on.  What  troubled  him  was 
the  complete  absence  of  cen¬ 
sorship,  customs  and  immigra¬ 
tion  controls  over  shipments  to 
Russia,  including  tons  upon 
tons  of  secret  information  dis¬ 
patched  under  the  guise  of 
"diplomatic  immunity.” 

The  fact  is  that  Jordan, 
without  having  at  the  time 
been  aware  of  it,  occupied  one 
of  the  prize  listening  posts  of 
the  war.  In  addition  to  a  love 
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of  country  even  then  becom¬ 
ing  outmoded,  he  had  indiv¬ 
idual  qualities  making  it  pos¬ 
sible  to  take  ample  advantage 
of  his  opportunity.  He  pos¬ 
sessed  powers  of  memory  St 
to  drive  an  elephant  to  hide 
its  shame  in  the  jungle,  the 
restless  curiosity  of  a  mon¬ 
goose  and  a  packxafs  instinct 
for  hoarding  —  the  treasures, 
in  his  case,  having  been  docu¬ 
ments  of  any  and  all  kinds. 
Like  the  “chiel”  in  the  poem 
of  Robert  Burns,  he  had  a 
passion  for  “taking  notes.” 
The  mass  of  pjapors,  records, 
and  notes,  detailed  and  accu¬ 
rate,  with  which  he  emerged 
from  the  war,  and  on  which 
the  book  is  based,  filled  several 
cabinet  cases. 

Major  Jordan’s  disclosures 
make  it  clear  that  the  out¬ 
rageous  illegal  bounty  which 
was  lavished  upon  the  Krem¬ 
lin  (much  of  it  after  the  war 
was  over),  has  been  mainly 
responsible  for  building  post¬ 
war  Red  Russia  into  a  world 
menace.  The  logical  result 
should  be  a  drastic  Congres¬ 
sional  investigation  of  Russian 
Lend-Lease. 

One  asset  of  the  book  is 
its  timeliness.  It  apptears  at 
the  start  of  a  momentous  Pres¬ 
idential  campaign  in  which  the 
chief  issue,  according  to  White 
House  authority,  and  the  only 
one  on  which  the  Democratic 
Party  can  run,  is  the  record 
of  the  Roosevelt  -  Truman 
regime,  including  the  treason 
the  Major  writes  about. 

In  any  event,  this  book  is 
certain  to  be  both  a  literary 
and  political  bombsfcelL
